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1 . FAA CIVIL AVIATION SECURITY SERVICE HAS BEEN INVITED TO 
ATTEND AFRICAN REGIONAL INTERPOL (INTERNATIONAL CRIMINAL 
POLICE ORGANIZATION) MEETING MAY 2-5 AT TUNIS. IN CONNEC- 
TION WITH ATTENDANCE AT THIS MEETING, THOMAS I. BELL, CHIEF 
FAA FOREIGN AIR CARRIER SECURITY, PLANS ROUTINE OPERATIONAL 
TRAVEL TO ADDRESSEE POSTS AND AIRPORTS (EXCEPT TUNIS) TO 
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ASSESS US FLAG AND FOREIGN AIR CARRIER SECURITY PROGRAMS AND 
PROCEDURES. 

2. FEDERAL AVIATION REGULATIONS, ISSUED IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
PUBLIC LAW 93-366, REQUIRE FOREIGN AIR CARRIERS CONDUCTING 
SCHEDULED PASSENGER OPERATIONS TO AND FROM THE US TO MAIN- 
TAIN SECURITY PROGRAMS SIMILAR TO US AIR CARRIER APPROVED 
PROGRAMS. ACCORDINGLY, FAA IS REQUIRED TO MONITOR FOREIGN 
AIR CARRIER SECURITY PROCEDURES AT THEIR LAST POINT OF 
DEPARTURE TO US AND TO INSPECT US FLAG CARRIER OVERSEAS 
STATION SECURITY PROCEDURES. 

3. TO FULFILL THIS OBLIGATION, BELL WILL SEEK DISCUSSIONS 
WITH OFFICIALS AS APPROPRIATE FOR EACH LOCATION AS FOLLOWS: 

A. EMBASSY OFFICIALS INCLUDING THOSE KNOWLEDGEABLE OF 
AREA SECURITY THREAT WHICH COULD IMPACT CIVIL AVIATION; 

B. HOST GOVERNMENT CIVIL AVIATION SECURITY COUNTERPARTS 
AND INTERPOL REPRESENTATIVES; 

C. AIRPORT MANAGEMENT, SECURITY AND LAW ENFORCEMENT 
OFFICIALS; 

D. CORPORATE SECURITY OFFICERS OF FOREIGN AIR CARRIERS; 
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E. US FLAG AND FOREIGN AIR CARRIER STATION MANAGERS AND 
AIRLINE OPERATORS COUNCIL (AOC). 

4. IN ADDITION TO NORMAL VISIT, CIVIL AVIATION SECURITY 
BRIEFINGS AND TRAINING WILL BE PERFORMED AT HELSINKI, 
STOCKHOLM, OSLO, AND COPENHAGEN, IN CONIUNCTION WITH 
INFLIGHT AND GROUND EXPLOSIVES TRAINING TO BE CONDUCTED BY 
WALTER KORSGAARD, FAA CIVIL AVIATION SECURITY SPECIALIST, 

AT THE REQUEST OF SWEDISH CAA (FOLKE GORS) AND SCANDINAVIAN 
AIRLINES DIRECTOR FLIGHT OPERATIONS (LENNART SJOBERG), WHO 
WILL BE HANDLING ACCOMMODATIONS AT THOSE FOUR CITIES. 
ADDITIONAL DETAILS RE TRAINING PHASE AND KORSGAARD ITINER- 
ARY WILL FOLLOW. 

5. FAA WOULD APPRECIATE EMBASSIES ARRANGING SCHEDULING OF 
MEETINGS ACCORDING TO ABOVE GUIDANCE, EXPERIENCE BASED ON 
PRIOR VISITS AND SPECIFICS AS NOTED IN ITINERARY WHICH 
FOLLOWS. ANY ADDITIONAL ASSISTANCE NOT SPECIFICALLY MEN- 
TIONED, BUT DEEMED APPROPRIATE BY EMBASSIES WILL BE APPRE- 
CIATED. REQUEST ADDRESSEE MISSIONS EXCEPT BRUSSELS INFORM 
BELT. AT EMBASSY TUNIS, PRIOR TO MAY 5 OF CONTROL OFFICER
